The Yankee boat outgeneraled Shamrock 
at the start, beat it hopelessly in windward 
work to the outer mark, and gained twenty- 
two seconds in the run home before the wind. 

It is undoubdtedly a bitter blow to Lipton, 
because the English hopes of lifting the cup 
have never been higher since Thistle met 
Volunteer in 1887.

By the time the few boats reached the bar 
it was setting in a steady breeze from the 
eastward, fresher and fresher, making the 
schooners coming in push a foaming comber 
ahead of thein.

At 11:45 both sloops came about. They 
came around quickly, Columbia working 
beautifully. Then came a seriés of short 
tacks, and at 11:54 Columbia Was a good 
quarter mile ahead, having held her lead 
and gained slightly. At 12 both were stand- 
ing on starboard tack again, Columbia hav- 
ing increased her lead to nearly half 
mile.

ne London Times this (Tuesday) morning 
prints the following story of yesterday's 
yacht race from its special correspondent, 
W. G. Kirby, the British yachting expert: 
The eighth attempt to gail off the first race 


today, and resulted in an easy win for Co- 
lumbla. The course was fifieen miles to 
windward and return, outside Sandy Hook. 
As the wind blew easterly the first leg was 
to windward instead of to leeward, as on 
the other days. ; 

The weather was hazy, with a breeze of 
between seven and eight knots blowing all 
day. The sea was smooth, which suited 
Columbia, in contrast to Tuésday’s and Sat- 
urday’s races in the first week, when, with 
a heavy swell and about the same strength 
of breeze, while it lasted, Shamrock was able 
to make a better showing against Columbia 
in working to windward. 

In today’s race Columbia won fair and 
square on her merits. 
the beat out shé more than held on the run 
home, fairly outsalling her rival on the two 
points, which course was planned to test 
the yachts. 

Tomorrow's race will be over a triangle 
course in which the reaching powers of the 
vessels will be brought into play as well as 
their capabilities on and off the wind. 

The starting gun was fired at 11 o’clock: 


three seconds lead, Columbia being close on 
her weather side. The starting time of 
Shamrock was 11:01:03; Columbia, 11:01:06. 


Columbia Outfoots Shamrock. 

They crossed on a starboard tack, carry- 
ing full light weather canvas. Every effort 
‘was made to pinch the challenger out to 
windward, but, having just gained a lead, 
Shamrock seemed unable to do more. They 
held on a starboard tack for twelve min- 
utes, Columbia footing it faster than Sham- 
rock. The challenger was first to throw 
about on to a port tack, Columbia following 
immediately. Then it was seen that the de- 
fending boat was a length to the good. 

At 11:36 both boats were on a starboard 
tack, with Columbia gradually edging away 
from her rival. At 11:45 Columbia put about 
on a port tack, crossed Shamrock’s bow, and 


J came about again, high to the weather of 


the British boat. Several short tacks were 
now made by Shamrock, but Columbia was 
always on top of her opponent. 

At five minutes to 12, when the boats came 
about on a port tack, Columbia was a good 
quarter of a mile ahead, high up to the 
weather. The American boat was pointing 
higher than the challenger and was going 
faster through the water. Shamrock threw 
about on a starboard tack five minutes later 
and Columbia immediately afterwards fol- 
lowed suit. Columbia drew out her lead 
more and more for every foot sailed. . 

The wind now softened a little, though 
Shamrock, whenever a stronger puff came, 
would heel over more than her rival. Ever 
since the start the breeze had been shifting 
southerly, and along about 2:10 it was blow- 
ing southeasterly. This freed the boa 
somewhat, but Shamrock was unable to re- 
duce the gap. The boats staid and went on 
the port tack. 


Columbia Far Ahead. 
About half the distance to the mark boat 
had now been covered, Columbia being over 
Ahree- quarters of a mile to the good. Two 
minutes aftér Shamrock took in her baby 
jib topsail, but Columbia continued to carry 
the same canvas that she crossed the line 
under. 
The wind had now backed to the east, and

lead in this respect.

Sha mrock at Disadvantage. 

Columbia was looking right up into the 
eye of the wind,jand with every stitch draw- 
ing was slipping through the water in a 
way which delighted her supporters, Sham- 
rock, on the contrary, had to be sailed at 
least a point further off the wind than her 
‘rival to keep her going. 

At 1:29 Shamrock threw about, but only 
held in a port tack for a couple of minutes, 


when she agaih stayed, Columbia in the 


meanwhile holding on. Two minutes later 
the American stayed. The boats were now 
sailing on opposite tacks. .Columbia’s port 


hitch, however. like Shamrock’s, was only 


for two minutes, and at 1:38 the defender 
cast about and the competitors were again 
on a starboard tack. | 
Columbia seemed to have increased her 
lead in the last ten minutes, and was now 
fast disappearing in the haze. With every 
mile sailed Shamrock’s chances dwindled 
away, and all her supporters could hope was 
that in the run back she might do better. 
This seemed a slender chance, however, 
more particulafly when Columbia turned 
the stakeboat éver nine minutes ahead of 
her opponent and was seen running back 
triumphantly,- with a spinnaker set to port, 
long before the phallenger had finished beat- 


ing up to the mark. 


Shamrock’s Hopeless Chase. 
Five minutes after Columbia had rounded 
the stake Shamrock laid her last leg for the 
mark, rounding it nine minutes and forty- 
five seconds after her opponent. The chal- 
lenger's spinnaker was quickly broken out 
to port and shé started on her stern chase 
in a falling wind. Both vessels hoisted 
balloon jibs, but there was only just suf- 

ficient wind to keep the spinnakers full. 
When the boats were both before the wind 
it was seen that the American had a lead 
of a. good mile. The official time in rounding

The run back was simply a procession, in 
which the cup; defender more than main- 
tained the advantage gained in the wind- 
ward work. The breeze held at the same 
rate. about seven knots, all the time. Occa- 
sionally it wohld soften a little, but one 

boat was no mpre favored than the other. 
Early it was evident that unless some 
change in the weather conditions occurred 
Shamrock's chance of winning was hopeless. 
Even then it was a matter of speculation 

whether the challenger would benefit.

Loot Many Goods Stores in Country 
Towns and Escape with Ri 
Booty. 


Illinois and Wisconsin have beer invaded 
during the last few months by a gang of 


thieves who have stolen more than $15,000.

Joliet. So far no one has been arrested with 
sufficient evidence for conviction, but Cap- 
tain Colleran, who has been in communica- 
tion with Sheriffs and Chiefs of Police, is 
causing search to be made for a certain man 
with a criminal record in Illinois and Mis- 
soun. 
This man is at present at liberty. He is 
a Chicago man, 21 years of age, with a rec- 
ord as a burglat. He has been an inmate of 
the Pontiac Reform School. His photo- 
graph and description have been sent to ofli- 
cers in severalfof the towns the gang has 
visited, and in every case dt has been re- 
ported @ man who had been seen about the 
town answers the description of Bennett.

During the night thieves backed a wagon 
up to the rear dbor of Fowler & Silkey’s dry 
goods store, forced an entrance, and loaded 
all of the black silk and some of the other 
pieces in stock into the Wagon. Last spring 
they returned to the same place and, by the

_ ABOUT CHADWICK LETTER 


Demand for Surrender of Santtage 
Made on July 6 Fruitless—Toraj in 
Yielding States That He Does 80 
on the Basis of Shafter’s Letter of 
July 11—Terms Offered from Wash. 
ington Four Days After Naval ot. 
ficer’s Conference with Shafter, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 16.—[Specia) 
Rear Admiral Sampson's attempt to 
his chief of staff, Captain Chadwick, hag 
aroused great interest here. The Rear aq. 
miral seems to have made a curious mistake 
as to the letter which he says Chadwick die- 
tated, and which, he claims, brought about 
‘the surrender of Santiago. ; 

The facts as shown by the official corre. 
spondence agree in the statement that on 
July 6, three days after the destruction of 
Cervera's fleet, when neither Chadwick nor 
Sampson was present, a conference was held 
at General Shafter's headquarters, Sam 
son was then ill in bed, and sent his chief ot 
staff, Captain Chadwick, to represent him, 

Captain Chadwick and General Shafter, at 
their meeting on guly 6, decided that a long. 
continued bombardment of Santiago should 
be undertaken from the sea by July 9, ang 
if that were not sufficient an assault should 
be made on the Socapa battery by the ma. 
rines and the Cuban forces, and then an 
attempt should be made to enter the harbor 
with some of the smaller ships of the 
squadron. A letter was then drafted 
Captain Chadwick, and it was sent to the’ 
Spanish commander by General Shatter. 
It announced the destruction of Cerverag 
fleet, and declared that the American fleet 
would begin a bombardment July 9. 

Captain Chadwick wrote this letter, but 
the letter did nat result in the surrender ag 
all. On the contrary, two days later Gen- 
eral Toral, the Spanish commander, in reply 
to the Chadwick letter. offered to march out 
of the city and surrender the territory then 
occupied by him, previded that he should 
not be molested before reachirg the Town 
of Holguin. This proposition was reported 
to Washington, and immediately rejected 
by the President and the Secretary of War. 

On July 10 Secretary Alger telegraphed 
to General Shafter that the United States 
would agree to transport the Spanish army 
to Spain. This proposition was submitted 
by General Shafter to General Toral on July 
11 in the following dispatch: . 

With the largely increased forces which’ 
have come to me, and considering the fact 
that I have your line of retreat securely in 
my hands, the time seems fitting that 1 
should again demand of your Excellency the 
surrender of Santiago nd ef your Excel- 
lency’s army. I am author!zel to state that 
should your Excellency so desire, the gov. 
ernment) of the United States will transport 
the entire command of your Mxcelleney to 
Spain. 

Toral replied that he communicated the 
proposition to General Blanco. July 13 aa 
interview took place between Toral and 
Miles and Shafter. This was followed the 
next day by another interview, and in the 
meantime a letter from Toral was received 
in which he states distinctly that he agreed 
to surrender on the basis of the demand ot 
July 11, which included the return of hig 
army to Spain, a proposition which was not 
in Chadwick’s dispatch at all, and which, in 
fact, had not been thought of as early as 
July 6. General Shafter made his first de- 
mand for surrender July 3, before the news 
of the destruction of Cervera's fleet had 
reached him. 

From the beginning to the end of thesiege 
Admiral Sampson and General Shafter were 
at odds. The General believed the Admiral 
should force an entrance, and the Admiral 
believed the General should take the harbor 
by force. The navy did bombard 
on the morning of July 11, but there is no 
evidence whatever that this bombardment 
did any serious damage.

RECEIVE THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 


It Is Privately Communicated to Mem- 
bers of Parliament—Business-Men 
Indorse Government. 


London, Oct. 16.—In the absence of the 
ministerial and opposition dinners which are 
usually given on the eve of the opening of 
Parliamentary sessions, at which the con- 
tents of the Queen's speech are generally 
made known, the speech was privately com- 
municated to the leaders of the opposition 
late this afternoon. 1 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt and John 
Morley will undoubtedly make statements 
of their views tomorrow, but their actions 
will be guided largely by the line which Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, leader of the 
opposition in the House of Commons, takes 
up.

A resolution extolling the Premier, Lord 
Salisbury, and the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, was pro- 
posed by Alderman Hanson, seconded by~ 
Sir John Lubbock, Unionist, member of Par- 
liament, and adopted with cheers. 


NEW LIGHT ON MINOR ISSUES. 


Published Telegrams Between Cham- 
berlain and Milner Reveal Interest- 
ing Details of Negotiations. | 


London, Oct. 16.—The Colonial office this 
evening issued the correspondence between 
Mr. Chamberlain and Sir Alfred Milner 
respecting the Transvaal controversy from 
Sept. 8 to Oct. 12. The salient points of the 
principal dispatches, however, have been 
published afready. 

Some of the telegrams, treating of side is- 
sues, are interesting. For instance, the 
Governor of Natal, Sir Walter Francis Hely- 
Hutchinson, wired Mr. Chamberlain on 
Oct. 2 as follows: 

‘‘Dinuzulu reports that the natives in the 
Vryheid district of the Transvaal are be- 
coming desperate, and it is feared that they 
will not remain quiet much longer. The 
Boers are seizing their cattle, and the chief 
mplores the British government to inter- 

ene. I have replied that it is best for the 
Zulus to remain quiet. My opinion is, how- 
ever, that the natives in the Vryheid district 
will probably rise against the Boers in case 
of war. They will not much longer submit 
to the treatment they have had at the hands 
of the Boers.” ° 

On Sept. 29, Mr. Chamberlain sent the fol- 
lowing to the British High Commissioner: 

“I think that if the government of the 
South African Republic commences hostil- 
ities it would be well for you to warn Presi- 
dent Kruger that, in view of the persistent 


government as to threats to murder British 
subjects, he and his government are ex- 
pected to protect the lfves and property of 


others, and will be held responsible by her 
Majesty’s government for any acts com- 
mitted contrary to the usages of civilized 
people.“ 
Another cablegram, dated Oct. 11, in- 
structed Sir Alfred Milner to convey im- 
mediately to President Kruger the fore- 
going warning, in view of the alleged out- 
rages reported by the refugees."’ 1 

A dispatch was received from Sir Alfred 
Milner on Sept. 21, inclosing a minute sent 
by the Cape ministers, urging her Majesty's 
government to “exercise a spirit of mag~ 
nanimous compromise in order to avert a 
calamity which seriously threatens the Brit- 
ish provinces in south Africa, atid not merely 
the republics." 

This minute goes on to say: It is not

Prosperity of the Nation. 
At Mount Horeb, Wis., the President spoke

I congratulate you all upon the condition of the 
country as a whole and upon the prosperous con- 
dition of the people. Hard times have given place 
to good times. We are enjoying an era of debt- 
paying rather than debt-making. We are not 
enly prosperous in our domestic manufactures 
and our domestic trade, but we are extremely

might revive the Cuban people of an oppression 
under which they had been suffering for years and 
years—our neighbors, close to us, almost on our

We went to war that we might give them relief, 
and, as the result, we have Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. They have come to us in the provi- 
dence of God, and we have got to carry the burden, 
whatever it may be, in the interest of civilization, 
humanity, and liberty. | 


President at Madison. 

At Madison, Wis., nearly 10,000 persons 
were massed in front of the State Capitol 
this afternoon to hear. President McKinley 
speak. All the members of the party were 
driven to the State Capitol, a detachment 
of militia acting as an escort. President Me- 
Kinley, when introduced by Governor Sco- 
field, said: 

The voice of partisanship is hushed today, and 
the voice of patriotism is alone heard in the land. 
We know neither party nor creed nor sect nor na- 
tionality in our devotion to a common country and 
a common flag. We are all one in the presence of 
a great national duty, and there are no divisions 
among us whenever our flag is assailed, wherever 
and my whomsoever. 


We have gone through a war. the | celerity | 
of which and the results of which are scarcely re- 


corded of any other war in history. The Ameri- 
can arms triumphed on land and on sea, with 
unprecedented exemption from disease and death 
on the part of our soldiers and sailors. : 
We are proud of the army and navy. They 


‘have brought us great responsibility. They have 


brought us new acquisitions and new territory, 
and it is for us to accept these responsibilities, 
meet them with manly courage, respond in a 
manly fashion to manly duty, and do what in 
‘the sight of God and man is just and right. 

One tribe, and a small faction of that tribe, 
is questioning the sovereignty of the United States 
in the Island of Luzon. The people we emasti- 
pated from oppression struck our flag and shot 
our soldiers. The shedding of blood is anguish 
to my soul. The giving up of the lives of our 
bravest and best young men wrings my heart. 

The shedding of the blood of the misguided 
Filipinos is a matter of sincere regret and sor- 
row to all of us, and yet they are resisting the 
sovereignty of the United States over a terri- 
tory which we acquired not by conquest alone, but 
by the solemn treaty of peace, sanctioned by the 
Congress of the United States; and as long as 
that sovereignty is disputed, so long we will con- 
tinue hostilities. When/ our authority is undis- 
— in every part of t archipelago they will 

The President at this point stopped till 
the applause subsided. Continuing, he said: 
_It is said we could have peace if we would give 
them independence and a government of their own 
under their own sovereignty. It is said that if 
the President would do this we would have peace. 
The President has no power, even if he was dis- 
posed, which he is not, to alienate a single foot 
of territery which we ve honestly acquired or 
give up sovereignty over it to other peoples. 
That power belongs to the people. That power 
is vested in Congress, ich represents the peo- 
ple, and no such power was ever gtven to the 
Chief Executive by the people, by Congress, or 
by the constitution, and to use such power would 
be a base usurpation of the prerogative by the 
Chief Executive of the government. 

And then, if we were going to cede the islands 
away, to whom would we cede them? There is no 
government there but ours. The great majority 
of the people acknowledge allegiance to the 
United States flag, and are glad to have the 
shelter of its protection.

BUREAU CHIEFS DISCUSS SUBJECT 
OF NEW BATTLESHIPS, 


ghirteen-Inch Rifle Abandoned for

‘fiscussion by the Naval Board of Bureau 
Chiefs today for the 


Problems in first — since the

Construction. The delay has been 


due to the fact that

those which involved armor and the designs 
of foreign ships, against which our own 
vessels might some day be placed in combat. 
This latter eonsideration had to do with 
¢he caliber of the guns to be adopted. 

One proposition, understood to have been 
made by Rear Admiral Bradford, Chief of 
the Bureau of Equipment, contemplated ten 
10-inch guns and as many 6-inch rifles, the 
latter of the improved rapid-fire variety. 
Rear Admiral O'Neil, Chief of Ordnance of 
the Navy, pointed out that 6-inch guns 
would hardly penetrate the 6-inch armor 
used extensively on foreign battleships, and 
it was agreed that it would be wise to sup- 

ement the 6-inch guns with those of the 8- 
nch caliber: The board also discussed us- 

12-inch as well as 10-inch guns. 

e 13-inch gun has been abandoned and 
will not again take its place in naval ord- 
nance. The results attained by the 13-inch 
gun can be produced by the 12-inch rifles, 
‘with a saving in weight, a material factor in 
warship construction and equipment. The 
board discussed in general terms the ques- 
tion of speed, but nothing definite was 

upon. It was deemed wise to give 
the ships a speed of at least eighteen knots, 
and Chief Constructor Hichborn was anx- 
fous to have a greater speed. The question 
of placing the guns is one which will be left 
largely to the ordnance experts, although 
the board will have a good deal tosay about 
the proposition to arrange some of the 12- 
inch and 8-inch guns in superimposed tur- 
rets—a plan which does not find favor with 
all the officials. It was suggested at today’s 
meeting that the board delay acting on this 
matter: until something could be learned 
from the Kentucky and Kearsarge, which 
are equipped with this peculiar, double- 
decked turret, and against which Captain 
Folger, the commanding officer of the Kear- 
sarge, has already declared himself.

First Production of “ The Children of 
the Ghetto in Gotham Is 
Criticised. 


tization of Israel Zangwill's popular novel, 
The Children of the Ghetto,“ made by the 
author himself, was presented tonight at the 
Herald Square Theater. The performance 
was rémarkable above all else for the acting 
of Blanche Bates. This young woman won 
unusual distinction last year as the Russian 
adventuress in The Great Ruby” and as 
Miladi in Grundy's version of The Mus- 
ketgers.“ In both roles she displayed rare 
personal beauty, great dramatic force, and 
a fine sense of dramatic effect. Tonight, 
as the Jewish heroine, she gave an imper- 
sonation which for repose, simplicity, depth, 
variety, and artistic fullness entitled her 
without question to a place on the topmost 
rung of theatrical celebrity. 

Three or four of the other characters in 
the play were acted in a superior way. Will- 
jam Norris, as an eccentric Hebrew poet of 
unlimited enterprise and good humor, gave 
an extremely finished and successful per- 
formance. Wilton Lackaye gave a venerable 
dignity and a human lovableness to the part 
of a bigoted rabbi, and Frank Worthing 
never appeared to better advantage than‘ he 
der young lover, who pleads

The staging of the play, for which that 
sterling artist, James A. Herne, is respon- 
sible, was exceptionally skillful and admira- 
ble in all its details, and contributed in no 
small measure to the effect of the most im- 
portant scenes. 

Whether a study of Jewish characteristics 
and customs, however well observed and 
well presented, will please the public and be- 
come a success can only be a matter of con- 
jecture.

The City Council last evening adopted a 
resolution submitted by Alderman Schlako 
in behalf of the Finance committee, in which 
the financial needs of the city were set forth, 
and the statement was made that the 
municipality is unable to provide for many 
necessary permanent improvements out of 
its annual income. The resolution went on 
to state that the only way by which funds 
could be provided for this work was the 


‘issue of city bonds, and the Legislature was 


asked to so amend the present revenue law 
so as to fix the limit of indebtedness at 5 
per cent of the assessed valuation,” in- 
stead of 2% per cent as at present. The reso- 
lution also provided for the appointment by 
the Mayor of a committee of 100 citizens, 
which shall press the amendment at Spring- 
field. It is thought this change would allow 
the city to issue additional bonds to the 
amount of between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000. 


Mayor Sends In Vetoes. 

The Mayor vetoed the ordinance provid- 
ing for the licensing of elevator conductors 
and submitted amendments to it providing 
that the ordinance should apply only to 


passenger elevators; that the age limit for 


conductors be 18 instead of 21 years, and 
that the examination of conductors should 
be held by the Building department instead 
of by a special board. . | 

Alderman Jackson moved that the ordi- 
nance and amendments suggested by the 
Mayor go to the Judiciary committee. Al- 
derman Gunther attacked the ordinance as 
being vicious in all of its details, and Alder- 
man Rector asked that it be made a special 
order for the next meeting of the Council. 
The last course was adopted, except that 
the meeting designated was the one after 
next. 

The Mayor vetoed the order refusing per- 
mits to string wires of any kind on poles in 
the Thirty-second Ward as being in illegal 
form, and Alderman Nelson introduced an- 
other refusing permits to erect such poles in 
the ward, which was sent to committee.

COLUMBIA WINS THE FIRST RACE, 

“Some day,” we knew, there would be 
wind enough on the Sandy Hook course 
to allow Columbia and Shamrock to make 
a race from start to finish. It came yes- 
terday, when, for the eighth time, the two 
yachts jockeyed about the starting line in 
The weather was thick 
outside and the prospects uncertain at 
the start, but the wind held long enough 
to bring Columbia in winner of the first 
of the possible five races. 

The most gratifying feature of the long 
deferred race is the fact that it was never 
once in doubt which would be the win- 
ning yacht, unless a miracle should hap- 
Columbia crossed the line three sec- 
onds ‘ahead and had the windward pos! 
tion. Its windward work was unexception- 
able and it gained steadily on Shamrock, 
rounding tbe outer mark nine minutes and 
forty-seven seconds ahead. 
came home before the wind in an eight-knot 
breeze which, 
Columbia rounded at 1:48 and at 2:30 had 
a lead of about a mile, 
home with every rug of canvas set, but 
Shamrock was past aid from canvas. The 
American boat crossed the finish line at 
3:54:59, the Irish boat at 4:05:10, or nearly 
eleven minutes behind. 

Americans who have waited so long 
and with a hope so often deferred that it 
has nearly made the heart sick will re- 
joice that their favorite has won the first 
race, but they should not vaunt themselves 
too enthusiastically. 
It will be time for the shouting when 
Columbia has three races set down to its 
credit. It will add to the interest of the 
contest for the cup if Shamrock finds just 
the breeze in which it can sail the fast- 
est and will kindly take the next race. 
It should not be too easy a task for 
Columbia. Under the new arrangement the 
second race will be run today—if there is 
wind enough.

PLAIN WORDS ABOUT SAMPSON. | 


His Remarkable Behavior Before and 


Since the Battle of San- 
tiago. | | 


Washington Post, Oot. 18: The country has been 
unpleasantly aware, since July 8, 1898, that Ad- 
miral Sampson — no one in the whole fleet 
worthy of complimentary mention by na ex- 
cepting Captain Chadwick. Taylor, Cook, Evans, 
Clark, Wainwright—all those who actually en- 
gaged in the battle—found themselves pooled in a 
general commendation of the fleet under my 
command,’’ while Captain Chadwick, who com- 
manded Sampson’s flagship and who, therefore, 
was not at any time even remotely involved 
in the engagement itscif, recelved the most glow- 
ing personal commendation for having done some- 
thing to the abandoned and surrendered Spanish 
cruiser appears to have 
completed its total loss. Wu. need not say that 
no one blames Captain Chadwick for his absence. 
We are sure that he felt his misfartune deeply. 
Nor does anybody visit upon him the obvious 
injustice of Admiral Sampson in ignoring the 
Captains who did the fighting. Nevertheless, the 
incident was unpleasant in itself, especially as 
the people's capacity for endurance had just 
been so severely tested by Sampson's Fourth 
of July present.’’ | 

We cannot say, therefore, that the Admiral's 
remarks at Morgantown [about Chadwick and 
Shafter) have quite astounded us. It is easily 
conceivable that the mental and emotional equlp- 
ment which led Sampson to hit upon Chadwick 
as the only officer entitled to special mention in 
connection with the engagement off Santiago 
would enable him to discover in Chadwick the 
real hero and compelling force in the army opera- 
tions afterward. We receive the statement, then, 
with respectful amazement, but without a ribald 
thought. It strikes us, we are free to say, with 
a large and earnest incredulity. As we have 


read and digested the history of the Santiago 


episode, it gives us the, impression that it was 
originally a purely naval problem, and we firmly 
believe today, not only that Santiago harbor 
could have been entered as easily as was Manila 


harbor, but that almost any commanding officer | 


in Sampson's fleet would have eagerly undertaken 
the task of entering it; We never saw the slight- 
est necessity for the Shafter expedition. It was 
a difficult one, and but for the enthusiastic co- 
operation of the elements in our behalf it would 
have been disastrous. The point was of abso- 
lutely no strategic importance. It was not worth 
the lives of a dozen American soldiers. But Samp- 
son called loudly for troops—asserting with de- 
liberation and solemnity that he could reduca 
Santiago with 10,000 men ashore—and so the 
expedition was sent out. No unprejudiced man 
of military information will deny that Shafter’s 
operations made possible the destruction of Cer- 
vera's fleet. If the army had been withheld and 
Sampson had succeeded in his idiotic effort to 
block the entrance (and the exit) of Santiago 
harbor, we should have been no nearer the de- 
struction of Spain's power in Cuba then than we 


were on the day war was declared. It was the 


army that caused Cervera's flight and, afterward, 
the capitulation of Toral. 

Now comes Sampson, at the eleventh hour, and 
in the course of a speech delivered in a remote 
locality, insisting that the Captain of his flag- 


ship is really the man whose military genius, 


wrought the downfall of Santiago. He describes 
Shafter at inert, drresolute, bewildered by the 
difficulties ‘of the situation, and fetches Chadwick 
to the center of the stage as the master mind 
that grasped and solved the problem. 

We leave further comment to General Shafter 
himself, and to General Miles, who is, in army 
circles, credited with having urged Shafter to 
make the demand upon the Spanish commander. 
For the fifth time in eighteen months Admiral 
Sampson has reduced us to a state of breath- 
less wonder, and we prefer for the present to take 
a moment of recuperation and much-needed rest.

Revisers Place Blanket Increases and 
Decreases—Net Gain in Land Values 
Under $1,000,000. 


The spreading of Cook County’s tax as- 
Sessment for 1899 was completed practically 
last night when the Board of Reyiew placed 
blanket increases on real estate in the down- 
town center, along the Lake Shore drive, 
and in the district of Hyde Park, near the 
Jake. A horizontal decrease on realty on the 
Northwest Side, however, offset the advance 
to such an extent that the net gain over the 
land values fixed by the Assessors will not 
reach $1,000,000. A general increase of 5 per 
cent was ordered on all realty lying within 
the Union Elevated railroad loop. In the 
Lake Shore drive district and in the eastern 
‘portion of Hyde Park the advance was made 
16 per cent, while the Fourteenth, Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth, and Seventeenth Wards and sec- 
tions of the Town of Jefferson were given a 
Fifteen
